WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Reads, the popular program 
sponsored by the Wilmington 
Memorial Library, is currently 
writing its second chapter.

Back then, Caira, who for the 
past 14 years has been the town 
manager of Wilmington, was 
the National Executive 
Director of tuc’ Sons of Italy. 
He found himself standing not 
‘once, but twice, in the highest 
office in the land when he and a 
handful of others from the Sons 
of Italy introduced their new 


effective communicator. You 
feel a lot of anxiety when you 
walk into the Oval Office to 
meet the leader of the free 
world, but he made you feel 
comfortable in a situation in 
which it’s hard to feel comfort- 
able. He didn’t make you feel 
rushed. He treated you as 
though he wanted you to be 
there. It was awe-inspiring.” 


Richard Russo's tale of down- 
trodden folks in a luckless town 
in Maine. The novel won the 
Pulitzer Prize a few years ago. 

Throughout last winter, 
“Empire: Falls” was checked 
out of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library approxi- 
mately 600 times. Events in 
March that related to the book 
drew an average of 300 people. 

“This program was so suc- 
cessful,” says Library Director 
Tina Stewart. 

To nominate a book this time 
around, readers can fill out a 
form at the library or online at 
www.wilmlibrary.org. 

According to Stewart, nomi- 
nated books should reflect uni- 
versal issues with which people 
deal regularly. The book 
should also lend itself to discus- 
sion and be widely available in 
print and audio. Furthermore, 
the book should be available in 
paperback, so that the library 
can purchase it in bulk at a 
modest price. 

“The book should also be 
appropriate for high school stu- 
dents to read as well as adults,” 
Stewart says. “The book should 
appeal to both groups. We want 
to get a story that will engage 
them.”

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Incident on Church Street treated as suspicious

WILMINGTON - Authorities 
are investigating an incident in 
which a man allegedly sur: 
prised and grabbed the arm of 
a local 12-year-old 

Three Wilmington youths 
were riding their bicyles toward 
Rotary Park on Church Street 
on Saturday, June 19, when an 
adult male reportedly leapt out 
of the bushes next to the post 
office and grabbed the shirt 
sleeve of one of them. The inci- 
dent allegedly took place at 
approximately 6:30 p.m. 

No words were exchanged, but 
the youth was able to pull his 
arm away from the suspect, 
who then turned and walked 
away. 

The three youths proceeded 
directly to the Public Safety 
Building further down Church 
Street to report the episode to 
the Wilmington Police 
Department. 

The youths described the sus- 
pect as a balding Asian man 
between the ages of 30 and 40. 
The suspect stood approximate- 
ly 5 feet, 6 inches tall and wore 
a tan and red vertically striped 
shirt with khaki pants. He is 
said to have a deformity of 
some kind around his mouth. 

Police officers immediately 
reported to the scene of the 
alleged incident but were not 


able to find anyone fitting the 


suspect’s description. 

Later, one of the three youths 
spotted a man who may have 
been the suspect driving a navy 
blue, mid: pickup truck 
down Middlesex Avenue in the 
direction of Main Street 
Officers in cruisers were alert 
ed, but they were unable to 
locate the truck 

An investigation of the allega- 
tions is ongoing. 

“This is extremely suspicious 
behavior on the part of an 
adult,” Wilmington Police Chief 
Robert Spencer said. “It was 
obviously very traumatic for 
the youths involved.” 

According to a close friend of 
the victim's family, who wished 
not to be identified, everyone is 
very thankful that matters 
turned out the way they did 

“Only by the grace of God did 
they get away,” the friend said 
“I don’t know why the press 
was not notified. It wasn't on 
any of the news that night 
People in this town should be 
aware of what happened.”

Defense Department starts 
nationwide competition 


The Department of Defense has formally announced the begin- 
ning of a standard competition for U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
Information Management/Information Technology functions, in 
accordance with Office of Management and Budget Circular A-76 
(revised). This is a nationwide competition, and will include more 
than 1,300 positions throughout the Corps, including 18 positions in 


New England District. 


The IM/IT services included in the competition are: (1) automa- 
tion services and systems support, (2) communications services 
and systems support, (3) information assurance service and sup- 
port, (4) record management services and support, (5) printing 
and publication services, (6) visual information services, and (7) 
IM/IT Administration and Manage-ment. There are approximate- 
ly 1,350 positions and 550 different contractors currently providing 
these services at 45 Corps site throughout the United States. 

The competition will take 18 months to complete, and is sched- 
uled to end on Nov. 29, 2005. There is no request for proposals at

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Wilmington Reads = 


The first foray of the Wilmington Reads program 
proved a best seller with local readers, so it’s no wonder 
that the staff at the Wilmington Memorial Library is 
eager to invite the public to join them in cracking open 
another good book. 

You should be eager too. The Wilmington Reads pro- 
gram is a terrific forum for residents to band together 
with a common interest, escape into a fictional world 
perhaps not unlike our own, and enjoy each other’s com- 
pany during a number of planned events. 

According to Library Director Tina Stewart, residents 
have between now and Friday, July 9, to nominate a 
book that they would like to see the community read 
together. This can be done by swinging by the library on 
Middlesex Avenue, filling out a nomination form and 
slipping it into a box. It can also be done by logging onto 
the Internet, visiting www.wilmlibrary.org and clicking 
on the right link to complete and submit a form. 

Between July 9 and 19, the Wilmington Reads 
Committee, which has a good eye for material, will 
shrink the list of nominees to three. Between July 19 
and August 14, residents will be able to choose which of 
the three final titles that they’d like to read. 

This has worked before. Last year, during the pro- 
gram’s inaugural effort, as many as 70 books were nom- 
inated. From that list, the Wilmington Reads 
Committee anointed as finalists tales of a heroic race 
horse, a spirited little girl whose father was a lawyer of 
impeccable character, and downtrodden folks in a luck- 
less Maine mill town. 

Surely, you remember their titles: “Seabiscuit,” “To Kill 
a Mockingbird,” and “Empire Falls.” It was that last 
title that won what was ultimately a tight three-way race 
and, soon enough, the hearts of hundreds of local read- 
ers, 

In “Empire Falls,” Wilmington readers found a book by 
Maine author Richard Russo that was observant and 
wicked in its humor, poignant and aching in the disap- 
pointment and compromises of its characters, and stud- 
ied and vivid in its depiction of a small town with bleak 
prospects. 

In other words, local readers picked a winner. They've 
done it once and, with this second chapter of the 
Wilmington Reads Program, they can do it again. 

According to Stewart, there are a few guidelines as to 
which books can be nominated. For starters, your book 
of choice must reflect universal issues, timeless themes 
with which everyday folks deal. The book should also be 
the kind of story to prompt discussion. The title also has 
to be available as a paperback or audio book, so that it 
can be purchased by the library in bulk at a more afford- 
able price. 

Lastly, your pick should be appropriate for both 
teenagers and adults to read. Before the end of the 
school year this month, library staffers delivered nomi- 
nation forms to the high school, in the hope that stu- 
dents would scoop them up and submit them. 

The Town Crier urges those teenagers to give the pro- 
gram a shot. It is from experience that I assure you that 
reading and discussing books as a teenager leads to an 
interest in the finer books when you are an adult. 

As a teenager, I rarely liked the books I was forced to 
read in English class. I enjoyed “Frankenstein” a great 
deal, but I equated reading, say, “Great Expectations” 
and “Ethan Frome” with having my teeth pulled or my 
fingernails dragged across the chalkboard. 

By the time I had to read “The Good Earth,” by Pearl 
Buck, I had had enough. Sure, I dutifully read the book, 
but whole chapters would pass without me absorbing a 
single word. Even today, all I can remember about the 
book is its cover, which I think showed a Chinese man 
working in a field. 

I flunked every quiz about the book. My teacher and 
my parents, fearing that I had a reading disability, 
arranged to have me tested. Sure enough, for a whole 
week, I reported to the remedial reading room every 
morning aud took a battery of tests. I aced every one of 
them. 

The administrator of the tests analyzed my results and 
reported back to my teacher and my _ parents. 
“Basically,” she said, “he just doesn’t like the books 
you're making him read.” 

I could have told them that. 

Here's the thing, though. Students are assigned to read 
such books by their English teachers not so they can 
master the classics at so young an age, but so that they 
will hopefully return to such books as adults. Sure 
enough, there are a few classics, such as “Great 
Expectations” and “The Great Gatsby,” that I’ve given 
another crack during the past few years. 

“The Good Earth,” I grant you, has not been among 
them. 

The Town Crier encourages you to nominate a book for 
the Wilmington Reads program that will entertain you, 
yes, but also challenge you and enlighten you and possi- 
bly inspire you to read more books afterwards that will 
do the same. 


You gotta have fun even at the 
expense of others.

Plymouth and a pantless friend 


In the mid Sixties, the North 
Wilmington parking lot was 
always a fun place to hang out. 
Occasionally, there was some- 
where more interesting to go, 
maybe an amusement park, 
Pleasure Island or Nantasket 
Beach, or maybe just an after- 
noon kayaking trip in 
Ballardvale. 

On Sunday afternoon, July 
12, 1964, a half dozen fellows 
went to Miami, a kayak/boat 
rental place in Ballardvale. 
There were two such rental 
places on the Shawsheen River, 
the other called Alaska. . 

Miami was a country spot 
near Lowell Junction, down a 
dirt road, across the tracks 
and into the woods. The kayaks 
at Miami were simple home- 
made boats with a canvas 
skirt, nothing compared to 
modern kayaks. But 40 years 
ago, it was possible to rent a 
boat on local bodies of water, 
such as Foster's Pond, Silver 
Lake or the Shawsheen. You'd 
probably have to bail a few 
times, but the price was right. 
Don't forget the bug spray. 

One man on that kayak trip 
was nicknamed “Newsbag.” He 
left his 1957 Plymouth in the 
parking lot and rode to 
Ballardvale with friends. The 
group rented some kayaks and 
went out on the river. They 
were well-lubricated, and pro- 
ceeded to have a wild time. For 
some unknown reason, 


Newsbag took off his pants 
before he got into the kayak, 
and stashed them in the vessel. 
He was covered by the canvas, 
so it was no big deal . . . until 
his buddies dumped him over. 

Newsbag managed to right 
the boat and get back in, but 
his pants, meanwhile, floated 
downstream. 

Sometime later, the crowd 
returned to the North 
Wilmington parking lot, and a 
few of them piled into 
Newsbag’s Plymouth, a blue 
and white two-door sedan. The 
Plymouth had tail fins, giant, 
outrageous tail fins. In the late 
1950s, Detroit went on a tail fin 
kick, and the ‘57 Plymouth had 
fins that looked like they could 
make the car fly. At that time, 
the town kept a sand pile in the 
back of the parking lot, year 
round. ing winter storms, 
Walter “Porky” Meuse would 
load the town sand trucks 
there. 

Newsbag and his pals had a 
great time, screaming around 
the parking lot, careening off 
the sand pile. ‘Around the lot 
again, moving up the side of 
the pile. Again. 

Then someone challenged 
Newsbag to see if he could 
jump the sand pile. So he 
backed up to the edge of the 
street, nailed the gas and 
drove straight up the center of 
the sand pile.

It’s 2 a.m. in’ the morning, 
you're standing outside of your 
burning home, when the reality 
begins to set in that all you 
have left of your material 
belongings is on your back. 
You didn’t even have time to 
put on your shoes as you rushed 
from your smoke filled home. 
There you stand, barefoot in 
the street, disoriented, instant- 
ly homeless and without any 
identification. 

In Tyngsboro, on June 13, 
2004, 32 people (28 adults and 4 
children) found themselves in 
this condition. This is often 
how The American Red Cross 
finds people when they respond 
to disaster calls at all hours of 
the night and day. The disaster 
relief mission of the American 
Red Cross is to help meet peo- 
ple’s immediate needs of food, 
clothing, shelter, health and 
mental health services. This 
Sunday morning, while most 
people were sleeping, the Red 
Cross was providing support to 
the families on scene and has 
already assisted 11 people who 
suffered a total loss at the fire.

Some of the most important 
work the Red Cross does does- 
n't require financial support, 
but human support. They 
assist people in putting togeth- 
er their disaster recovery plan. 
This plan encourages people to 
think about their own recovery 
in terms of their personal 
resources such as family mem- 
bers, insurance, ete. It also 
calls upon the community to 
help fill needs which are sup- 
plemental to the mission of the 
American Red Cross. 

The human resource is one of 
the Red Cross’s greatest assets. 
A team of compassionate 
trained Red Cross volunteers 
and employees make up their 
disaster action teams who 
respond around the clock and 
are ever willing to lend a hand, 
listen or give a hug. 
Sometimes a toy given to a 
child who has just lost every- 
thing is priceless.

We all may find our- 
selves in the same situation as 
people who suffered at the 
Tyngsboro fire. But it’s reas- 
suring to know that although a 
home may be reduced to ash, 
the support of agencies like the 
American Red Cross create a 
safety net to provide assistance 


for putting lives back together.

Does anyone remember the 
sounds of the Old Smokey Line 
as it made its way around 
Pleasure Island in Wakefield, 
Massachusetts? 

Anyone who did not visit 
Pleasure Island in the summers 
between 1959 and 1969 will be 
able to hear those sounds, and 
be able to ride the Old Smokey 
the weekend of July 10-11, 2004 
at the WW&F Railway Museum 
in Alna, Maine during Pleasure 
Island Remembrance Days. 

During that weekend, their 
Engine #10, which was Engine 
# during its time at Pleasure 
Island, will be renumbered as 
Engine #5 & re-lettered as 
Pleasure Island & Western 
Railroad. 

The letters WW&F stand for 
Wiscasset, Waterville & 
Farmington, which was one of 5 
narrow gauge railroads that 
ran in Maine during the turn of 
the century. When the automo- 
bile came into existence, these 
railroads became financially 
and physically unable to keep 
up and were terminated and in 
some cases abandoned. A gen- 


Do you remember the Old Smokey Line? 


tleman by the name of Ellis D. 
Atwood bought many of the 
engines and rolling stock to 
work on his cranberry planta- 
tion in South Carver, 
Massachusetts. That evolved 
into Edaville Railroad. Some of 
the rolling stock from Edaville 
was loaned to Pleasure Island 
when it opened in 1959 and it 
was named among others The 
Old Smokey Line. Engine #5 
was originally used on the 
Louisiana sugar plantations. It 
went out of service there in 1958 
and was sold to Edaville 
Railroad. It was given the num- 
ber 5 by Edaville & put into ser- 
vice at Pleasure Island in 
Wakefield, Massachusetts. 

When the park closed in 1969, 
the rolling stock was returned 
to Edaville. Over the years 
Edaville had its share of finan- 
cial problems and in the early 
90's the park closed and the 
majority of its contents were 
auctioned off. But the rolling 
stock remained. 

It was during this time that 
the Maine Narrow Gauge RR 
came into existence. Located in

Miles, who will be a 
junior at Wilmington High 
School come August, saw her 
design chosen from among 200 
fellow classmates who entered 
a contest initiated by the 


school’s art department earlier 
this year. 

“I was excited when I found 
out,” says Miles, who has been 
taking art classes for about five 
years now. “I’ve never created 
a tee shirt before.” 

Searfoss says that he and his 
fellow committee members 
liked the way Miles’s logo tied 
the town of Wilmington into a 
big W. 

“Amanda’s logo had a simplic- 
ity,” he says. “We'll be putting 
her name on the tee shirt with 
the logo.”

Caira shares memories of Reagan 
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Cuira has two framed pictures 
from his encounters with 
President Reagan. One shot 
shows the two men shaking 
hands, making eye contact. 
The other photograph shows 
Caira and Reagan locked in 
another handshake but facing 
the camera. Ever the actor, 
Reagan prepared Caira for the 
latter moment 

“We were face to face, and he 
was shaking my hand, and he 
placed his left hand on my 
elbow and encouraged me to 
look with him into the camera,” 
Caira says. “It was an unfor- 
gettable moment for me. To 
have met him twice makes it 
doubly unforgettable.” 

Caira also received from 
Reagan two gifts that to this 
day he keeps with him in their 
original cases. One gift, a gold 
tie pin with the presidential 
seal, bears the president's 
engraved autograph. The sec- 
ond one, which also has 
Reagan's engraved signature, is 
a gold and blue key chain that 
bears the presidential seal as 
well 

‘The thing about both visits 
is, he did not give you the 
impression that he was going 
through the motions, even 
though for him the whole expe- 
rience was certainly incredibly 
routine,” Caira says. 

Caira was not, by the way, the 
first in his family to keep com- 
pany with President Reagan. 
His father, Aldo Caira, had 
served as the National 
President of the Sons of Italy 
from 1981 to 1985. During that 
time, Aldo and Laura Caira 
attended a state dinner at the 
White House, at which such 
well known Italians as Frank 
Sinatra and the Prime Minister 
of Italy were also present. The 
Cairas were also invited to 
Reagan's second inauguration. 

Then there was that time, in 
1983, when the Sons of Italy 
held their national convention 
in Atlantic City. Michael Caira 
answered the phone when 
Reagan called, handed it to his 
father, and eventually listened 
when the conversation was 
made audible to all through a 
hook-up. It was quite an expe- 
rience, Caira says, to hear the 
President of the United States 
call his own father, the leader 
of the Sons of Italy, “Mr. 
President” as well 

Caira, who has met quite a 
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few dignitaries throughout his 
career and political involve- 
ment, says his encounters with 
Reagan “tops the list.” 

“Reagan was a true leader,” 
he says. “He did much for the 
country’s psyche, and he will go 
down as an important figure in 
America.” 

The reason for such an 
assured place in history, Caira 
believes, is that Reagan was 
one who promoted and inspired 
positive change. As an exam- 
ple, he mentions Reagan’s con- 
frontation with communism 
and the positive relationship he

ultimately forged with Mikhail 
Gorbachev, the leader of the 
Soviet Union. Such develop- 
ments led to the stunning col- 
lapse of the Berlin Wall in 1989, 
less than a year after Reagan 
left office. 

“He was a bold man,” Caira 
concludes. “A person who is 
certain in their beliefs has an 
easier time leading because 
they don’t have to capitulate. 
They feel very strongly about 
what they’re doing. That was 
certainly the case with 
President Reagan.”

Elwell leaves Rams, state 
as all-time strikeout Queen

While Red Sox fans are 
lamenting the fact that they 
may lose several free agents 
this off-season, including their 
ace pitcher, fans of the 
Shawsheen Tech softball team 
can certainly relate. The Lady 
Rams, coming off a second con- 
secutive Division 3 North 
Sectional championship will be 
saying good-bye to several key 
seniors, none more important 
than superstar pitcher Jenn 

Elwell of Tewksbury. 

Elwell heads to Suffolk 
University in the fall, and she 
leaves behind a legacy that will 
be hard for anyone to match, 
either at Shawsheen or any 
other high school in the state. 
Elwell’s career accomplish- 
ments at Shawsheen are stag- 
gering. In her four years as the 
Lady Rams starting pitcher she 
has posted 80 wins against just 
18 losses, She also holds the 


record for career strikeouts by 
a Massachusetts pitcher with 
1,145 for her career. Making 
the strikeout numbers even 
more impressive is the fact that 
she walked only 106 batters for 
her entire career, with 54 of 
those free passes coming in her 
sophomore season. 

Elwell also threw 59 shutouts, 
13 no-hitters and 21 one hitters. 
For her career she allowed only 
33 earned runs, with just eight 
of those coming in the past two 
seasons. She went almost two 
full seasons without allowing 
an earned run to a Division 3 
opponent, as last season’s six 
earned runs all came against 
higher Division opponents and 
this season she did not allow an 
earned run to a Division 3 oppo- 
nent until the sectional title 
game against St. Mary's in a 2- 
1 Shawsheen victory. 

Shawsheen coach Maureen 
Buckley, who served as an 
assistant with the Lady Rams

during Elwell's first two sea- 
sons and took over the head job 
two years ago, knows how lucky 
she was to have a pitcher like 
Elwell on her side. 

“Having Jenn was more than 
a luxury, it was a gift,” Buckley 
said. “A coach gets a player 
like that only once in a lifetime. 
Some coaches go their whole 
career without having a player 
with her talent, poise and lead- 
ership ability.” 

As amazing as the numbers 
Elwell put up are, even more 
impressive in some respects 
are the other aspects of her 
game that Buckley mentioned. 
Her poise and leadership abili- 
ty, as well as her team first atti- 
tude are what truly separated 
her from other star players. 

“She is a total team player in 
every way,” Buckley said. “She 
is the first one to pick up a play- 
er when a mistake is made and 
she always deflects praise from 
herself onto her teammates. It 
would be easy to be selfish with 
all of her talent, but she under- 
stands she is one of many play- 
ers. That's a real tribute to 
her.” 

For Elwell, being a team play- 
er just comes naturally, and it 
comes that much easier due to 
her affection for her team- 
mates and coaches. 

“Tlove them. Before I came to 
Shawsheen I was a little tired of 
softball, but once I was there 
with Mr. (Ed) Henry and coach 
Buckley and my teammates I 
loved it again,” Elwell said. 
“We had T-shirts printed up this 
year that said ‘Talent wins 
games, Teamwork wins cham- 
pionships’ and that is exactly 
how we and coach Buck 
approached the season.” 

Elwell was obviously blessed 
with a healthy amount of natur- 
al talent, but her talent alone is 
not the reason she has been as

A two-time Boston Herald All- 
Scholastic, Jackee Joyce leaves 
Wilmington High with 54 career 
wins, 42 career shut outs and 
648 career strikeouts in one 
absolutely marvelous three- 
year career as a Wildcat. 

“What can I say besides fan- 
tastic,” said coach Bob Surran 
on Joyce’s career. “I’ve seen or 
known most of the pitching 
records when Paul Lyman was 
here, and I asked Jack (Fahey) 
and Tom Mirisola who had the 
teams before Paul and neither 
of them said there was anyone 
close of putting up the numbers 
Jackee has. 

“I know how good Adrienne 
(Fay) was, but she was here for 
just two years. How many pitch- 
ers can say they have 54 wins, 
42 shut outs and 11 no-hitters? 
She holds a lot of pitching 
records here at Wilmington and 
we're going to miss her a lot.” 

Amazingly of those numbers, 
the 54 wins and 42 shutouts, she 
actually tossed two shut outs in 
her last start as a Wildcat, 
when the team was eliminated 
from the Division 2 state tour- 
nament with an 18-inning, 2-0 
loss to Triton Regional. 

“It was crazy,” said Joyce, 
who iwll be off to pitch at Curry 
College in the fall. “I was start- 
ing to feel (tired) around the 
13th inning. At the beginning it 
seemed like a normal game, but 
once it got into extra innings it 
just kept going and going. You 
would think that every inning 
would be the last, but it just 
kept going to another inning. 

“It was difficult because our 
dugouts were under water, so 
we were standing the whole 
time and they also wouldn’t let 


us take a bathroom break. You 
wanted it to end and you want 
ed to win so badly, but on the 
other hand you wanted it to 
keep going. We played in the 
longest state tournament game 
ever which is pretty cool.” 

Joyce came to Wjlmington 
after a year at North Reading 
and immediately she made an 
impact. The previous pitcher 
Katelyn Sughrue, also a Herald 
All-Scholastic, had graduated 
leaving a big hole. Joyce came 
in and as a sophomore she took 
the ‘Cats to the sectional final 
finishing the season with 16 
wins and 141 strikeouts. 

Her junior season she finished 
18-3 with 202 strikeouts, before 
this year's incredible season of 
20-3 with 305 strikeouts and giv 
ing up just four earned runs in 
167 innings. 

“She was one of the premier 
pitchers on the North Shore,” 
said Surran. “It's pretty diffi- 
cult to put into words just what 
she did as a pitcher.” 

Joyce said that she begun 
pitching when she was around 
ten years old. She was a catch- 
er but her team wasn't very 
good so she decided to try 
pitching. In the backyard with 
her father, Ken, the two were 
there countless days, countless 
hours throwing the ball back 
and forth to one another. 

“I remember when | was a 
freshman I got mono and I lost 
my speed,” she said. “I started 
to throw again but I just didn't 
have the speed and I wanted to 
quit. I was so mad that day. But 
I kept doing and eventually the 
speed came back.” 

Since then, the past three 
years she has been throwing 
the ball under the guidance of 
Surran, who she says she owes 


a lot too 
“(These three years at WHS) 


were much more than | thought 
they would be,” she said. “I did 
n't expect to play for such a 
great man like Bob. I really 
enjoyed playing for him. He 
was always there as a coach 
and as a friend. If you had a 
problem you could call him up 
He was just a fun, easy going 
guy. He was kind of like a 
father figure.” 

Joyce leaves the diamond with 
incredible stats and figures 
She helped the team to three 
straight Cape Ann League 
titles, the first alone and the 


last two shared 
three-time all-confe 
er, three-time Lowell Sun All 
Star, as well as the two selec 
tions to the Herald team. She 
finished with an amazing 54-10 
record with 648 strikeouts in 444 
innings, with 42 shut outs, 11 no: 
hitters, one perfect game and a 
microscopic 0.42 ERA 

“She's just a real competitor,” 
said Surran. “I think she comes 
meone who is not 
is, but I think a lot of 
to do with nerves 
That's why I believe she gets 
better and better as games go 
along. If teams don’t get to her 
early, it's all over, unless it goes 
18 innings, because her butter 
flies are gone and she’s just 
that competitively tough.” 

It's tough to argue who is bet 
ter when it comes down to three 
all-scholastic pitchers, but cer 
tainly Jackee Joyce, along with 
Adrienne Fay and Katelyn 
Sughrue are the three top pitch. 
ers this elite program has ever 
had. The past three years 
we've been fortunate enough to 
witness just how good Joyce is.

successful as she has been. She 
has improved every year of her 
career if both her pitching and 
hitting, culminating in this sea- 
son's 0.14 ERA. Experience 
obviously played a part in her 
improvement, but it was her 
work ethic that pushed her over 
the top. 

“Jenn takes a great deal of 
pride in her pitching,” Buckley 
said. “She comes to practice 
every day prepared to work 
hard. She runs her entire work- 
out with the catch without 
being asked. She understands 
that you have to work hard if 
you want to get better.” 

As great a pitcher as Elwell 
is, she is also quite the accom- 
plished hitter, batting cleanup 
for the Lady Rams and leading 
the team with a .341 batting 
average and a .401 on base per- 
centage. She also had 10 RBI, 
six walks, three doubles and 
two triples on the season. 

“She was a big part of our 
offense,” Buckley said. “She is 
also probably our smartest 
base runner, but I always sub- 


stitute a runner for her because 
I don’t want to see her twist an 
ankle or something like that 
She is a complete player.” 

And Elwell brings the same 
work ethic and excellence from 
the softball field to the class- 
room. She was President of her 
senior class and for the second 
consecutive year was voted the 
Female Scholar Athlete of the 
Year at Shawsheen Tech. Her 
commitment to softball helped 
with her classroom achieve- 
ments. 

“My dad (Mark) always told 
me that if I want to play soft- 
ball I would have to do well in 
school,” Elwell said. “And 
coach Buckley always old me 
that as a captain I could not get 
in trouble, so that really helped 
me to work so hard in school.” 

As President of the class, 
Elwell was required to speak at 
graduation. Always unflap- 
pable on the mound, this was a 
new challenge for her, but she 
responded with her usual grace. 

“I was really nervous at first, 
but once I started talking and 


saw all my friends I started to 
relax and I felt better,” Elwell 
said. 

The graduation speech was 
Elwell's last official act at 
Shawsheen Tech, and after 
majoring in business at the 
Tech, she will now move on to 
Suffolk, where along with hop- 
ing to make a name for herself 
on the softball field, Elwell will 
try to excel as either an 
accounting or marketing major. 
Elwell knows that it will be a 
big transition going from the 
friendly confines of Shawsheen 
to the new environs of Boston 
and Suffolk, but she is looking 
forward to the change. 

“It’s sort of scary, but I know 
once I get there and get used to 
it I will be OK,” Elwell said. “I 
know I will have to earn my 
spot with the softball team 
because they have a senior 
pitcher and a junior pitcher and 
I will also have to adjust to the 
mound distance being 42.5 feet 
instead of 40 feet. But I will 
work on it.” 

No doubt working hard will 
not be a problem for Elwell, 
and Buckley is fully confident 
that her three time Globe 
(including Division 3 Player of 
the Year in 2002) and Herald 
All-Scholastic will be up mak- 
ing the adjustments necessary 
at the college level. 

“I can’t imagine Jenn being 
anything but successful. She 
will make that team better, 
because that is just what she 
does with her poise and leader- 
ship,” Buckley said. “I have no 
doubt that we will be reading 
about her at Suffolk just as we 
have read about her at 
Shawsheen Tech.”

Elwell became the state’s all- 
time strikeout record holder 
this season ending her mar- 
velous career with 1,145 K’s, 
which was better than 
flamethrower Lisa Moore back 
in the late 80s, who ended with 
1,078. Elwell was 19-5 this sea- 
son taking her team to the 
Eastern Mass final, while the 
Rams also won three North 
titles in her four years. 

Elwell was the CAC MVP for 
the third year in a row and was 
named an all-conference player 
for the fourth straight year. She 
struck out 329 batters this sea- 
son, while tossing 17 shut outs, 
5 no-hitters and had an amaz- 
ing 0.14 ERA. 

Elwell along with Wilmington 
High graduates Lauren Rappoli 
and Tiffany Zolt, were also 
nomintaed for the Globe's 
Phelps Scholar Female Athlete 
award given out to just four 
females across the state. 

Congratulations goes out to 
the four locals for being among 
the elite to be named as all- 
scholastics.

However, upon his graduation with a Bachelors of Art in Government from Harvard University, the

“My plan was to take a year off and then go to law school,” Lynch 
recalled. “However, I convinced Ned Martin to let me be his statisti- 
cian.” At that time, Lynch had previous broadcast experience, having 
worked on the former WLYN-A.M. radio station as a high school sports 
announcer. 

As the story often goes in show business, Martin's on-air partner 
got sick, and the station, WITS asked Lynch to go on the air as a fill- 
in. The following year, 1980, it was Martin and Lynch all the time. 

Lynch, who is now the principal sports anchor of WCVB’s six and eleven o'clock nightly newscasts, 
started to work with Brian Leary, who got him a part-time sports reporter job with Channel Five, when 
it was WHDH-TV, in 1982. He went full-time in 1983 as the Weekend Sports Anchor. He has been with 
the station ever since and the law career went by the boards.
